Trained extremists heading 
to Europe 


PARIS, France (AFP) - A 
group of 25 Islamist extremists 
is planning to return to Europe 
after combat training in the 
Afghan-Pakistani border re¬ 
gions, French intelligence offi¬ 
cials said yesterday, citing a 
US tip-off The warning came 
at a time of high alert for pos¬ 
sible attacks in European coun¬ 
tries following warnings by 
several countries. 

The source said US intelli¬ 


gence services alerted their 
counterparts in Europe to the 
group's activities "a few weeks" 
ago and the warning was reiter¬ 
ated by British authorities. 

One French official said the 
group of 25 has experience of 
fighting in the lawless border 
region where US-led forces are 
trying to root out leaders of the 
Al-Qaeda network, and could 
be able to organise other ex¬ 
tremists in Europe. 


A busy rainy season requires greater 
public diligence in the prevention 
of Dengue

Aruba’s “Dengue Team” lead 
by the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Health Derrik Ian Blok 
and Minister of Public Health, 
Sport and Drugs, Richard 
Visser remind island residents 
and businesses to be very con¬ 
scientious regarding prevention 
of the proliferation of the 


Aedes Aegypti mosquito, car¬ 
rier of the Dengue virus. 

Over 2007 and 2008 Aruba 
and the Caribbean had a simi¬ 
larly busy “rainy season” as 
this past month, resulting in a 
spike of reported cases because 
of accumulated water con¬ 
tributing to mosquito breeding 


grounds. Canvassing by the 
health department has found 
that one in three homes of the 
areas of greatest concentration 
of reported Dengue cases have 
proven to be breeding grounds 
for the mosquito.

Carbon atom pioneers share Nobel 
chemistry prize

Guatemala asks US for 
full disclosure on sex 
diseases study 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden 
(AFP) - Three scientists 
shared the 2010 Nobel Prize 
for Chemistry yesterday for 
forging a toolkit to manipu¬ 
late carbon atoms, paving the 
way for new drugs to fight 
cancer and for revolutionary 
plastics. 

Richard Heck of the 
United States and Ei-ichi 
Negishi and Akira Suzuki of 
Japan were hailed for produc¬ 
ing ’’great art in a test tube.” 

The trio separately made 
outstanding contributions in 
organic chemistry, a field 
whose basis is carbon, one of 
the essential elements of life 
and also of innumerable in¬ 
dustrial synthetics. 

”It is important to empha¬ 
sise the great significance 
their discoveries have for 
both academic and industrial 
research and in the produc¬ 
tion of fine chemicals — in¬ 
cluding pharmaceuticals, 
agricultural chemicals and 
high-tech materials — that 
benefit society,” the Royal 
Swedish Academy of Sci¬ 
ences said. 

Through their work, or¬ 
ganic chemistry has devel¬ 
oped into ”an art form, where 
scientists produce marvellous 
chemical creations in their 
test tubes,” it said. 

Heck, 79, retired in 1989 
from the University of Dela¬ 
ware in the United States; 
Negishi, 75, was also based 
in the United States, at Pur¬ 
due University in Indiana; 


Suzuki, 80, was based at 
Hokkaido University in Sap¬ 
poro, Japan. 

The trio developed a 
process known as palladium- 
catalysed cross coupling, a 
means of knitting carbon 
atoms together so that they 
form a stable ’’skeleton” for 
organic molecules. 

It has allowed chemists to 
synthesise compounds to 
fight colon cancer, the herpes 
virus and HIV, as well as 
smarter plastics that are used 
in consumer applications, 
such as ultra-thin computer 


MADRID, Spain (AFP) - 
Spanish Prime Minister Jose 
Luis Rodriguez Zapatero yes¬ 
terday called on Venezuela to 
respond to his request for help 
in investigating suspected 
training of ETA members in 
the South American country.

GUATEMALA CITY, 

Guatemala (AFP) - Guatemala 
yesterday issued a formal re¬ 
quest for full disclosure on 
how US scientists deliberately 
infected hundreds of people 
here with sexually transmitted 
diseases from 1946-1948. 

"All of the information has 
been requested officially but it 
is still at the university where 
they found the archives,” Pre¬ 
sident Alvaro Colom said of 
the cases of 1,500 Guatema¬ 
lans who were used unwit¬ 
tingly in testing that some 
locals have likened to Nazi ex¬ 
periments. 

In a phone conversation 
with Colom on Friday, US 
President Barack Obama ex¬ 
pressed his deep regret for the 
experiment conducted by US 
public health researchers six 
decades ago and apologized 
"to all those affected.” 

The study, which was never 
published, came to light this 
year after Wellesley College 
professor Susan Reverby stum¬ 
bled upon archived documents 


ence. 

Judge Eloy Velasco, who is 
investigating the alleged links 
between ETA and Colombia's 
FARC rebels, has charged Cu¬ 
billas is responsible for coordi¬ 
nating relations between the 
two groups. 

Venezuela's government 
has insisted it "is not linked in 
any way with any terrorist or¬ 
ganisation, especially ETA.” 

ETA is blamed for the 
deaths of 829 people in its 
four-decade campaign of 
bombings and shootings to 
force the creation of a Basque 
homeland in northern Spain 
and southwestern France. 

It is considered a terrorist 
organisation by the European 
Union and the United States. 


outlining the 1940s experiment 
led by controversial US public 
health doctor John Cutler. 

Cutler and his fellow re¬ 
searchers enrolled people in 
Guatemala, including mental 
patients, for the study, which 
aimed to find out if penicillin, 
relatively new in the 1940s, 
could be used to prevent sexu¬ 
ally transmitted diseases. 

Cutler was also involved in 
a highly controversial study 
known as the Tuskegee Exper¬ 
iment in which hundreds of 
African American men with 
syphilis were observed but 
given no treatment for 40 
years, between 1932 and 1972. 

Colom, who has formed a 
panel to investigate, said it was 
"important for Guatemala as a 
nation to get the investigation 
done as soon as possible.” 

At least one patient died 
during the experiments, al¬ 
though it is not clear whether 
the death was from the tests or 
from an underlying medical 
problem. 
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Subtropical Storm Otto forms 
in Northern Caribbean

Relations in a new Dutch 


COLUMBIA, South Carolina 
— As of yesterday afternoon, 
Subtropical Storm Otto has 
formed in the northern 
Caribbean, just 1,000 miles 
from the Charleston coast¬ 
line. 

Meteorologist Scott Ryan 
predicts that the threat to 
South Carolina will be very 
small. 

The storm is moving 
northwestward towards the 
United States at about 60 
miles an hour. A large area of 
high pressure over the east 
coast will deflect the system 
to the northeast by the week¬ 


end. The storm is expected to 
pose little threat to any part of 
the United Sates. 

The difference between a 
tropical storm and a subtrop¬ 
ical one is that a subtropical 
storm oftentimes has a large, 
cloudless center of circula¬ 
tion, with very heavy thun¬ 
derstorm activity in a band 
removed at least 100 miles 
from the center. 

Usually, there is little to no 
difference in wind speed, but 
tropical storms tend to con¬ 
tain much more moisture 
than subtropical ones and can 
generate a lot more rain.

One of the most exciting bits 
of news to emerge from the 
Aruba Green Energy Confe¬ 
rence and Trade Fair that took 
place from September 29 to 
October 3 was the commit¬ 
ment of Prime Minister Mike 
Eman and his administration to 
the establishment of a research 


bold but timely; physicist

space and keynote speaker at 
the conference’s opening 
event, confirmed his strong 
interest and likely participa¬ 
tion in such a project.

Dr. Ockels, PhD, is the 
mentor of the Numa Solar Car 
project developed by students 
at Delft Technical University 
and was instrumental is setting 
up sustainable activities such 
as the Frisian Solar Challenge 
boat races. “I look at the youth, 
I look at innovation and sus¬

everyone agrees, are rather tur¬ 
bulent; we are seeing rather 
fast changes towards a sustai¬ 
nable world, much faster than 
anyone would think. Many say 
we can go on as we did before 
over the next 20 years - busi¬ 
ness as usual. I am afraid I 
must disappoint you - or more 
pleasantly, say we are going to 
change for a better world. 
Until then we have some crisis 
to deal with; climate, financial, 
resource, mobility and social 
crisis.” 

Dr. Ockels than treated de¬ 
legates at the conference ope¬ 
ning luncheon with reliving his 
experience of venturing into 
space on Challenger Space 
Shuttle in 1985 and viewing 
Earth from this unusual per¬ 
spective. He had the epiphany 
of realizing that the only thing 
separating the totally dead 
nothingness of space from 
“Everything that is of impor¬ 
tance: life, the people we love, 
family - all that is Earth, is pro¬ 
tected from being nothing by a 
thin layer of atmosphere, only 
20 kilometers thick” similar to 
the hull of the space shuttle 
protecting those on board. He 
then encouraged all to think of 
themselves as astronauts on 
Spaceship Earth, and what we 
must do to protect and main¬ 
tain the hull. 

Dr. Ockels described some 
of the projects he has been in¬ 
volved with aimed at deploy¬ 
ing various forms of “clean,” 
renewable energy. He is very 
enthusiastic about the use of 
kites, also known as “kite- 
planes” or “smart kites,” for 
harnessing wind power, parti¬ 
cularly for ships. Keeping in 
mind that oil reserves are 
quickly dwindling, he has de¬ 
dicated his professional career 
to methods to change to re¬ 


newable sources. This 
included the develop¬ 
ment of a Superbus, 
which is electrically 
powered by lithium 
polymer battery packs 
and regenerative brak¬ 
ing, offering an alter¬ 
native form of public 
transport. Using ad¬ 
vanced aerospace 
technology and dy¬ 
namics the Superbus 
can transport 23 pas¬ 
sengers in extreme 
comfort at speeds of 
250 KMH. 

All of this is possi¬ 
ble through utilizing 
energy from the sun. 

“Here is our most per¬ 
fect nuclear power 
plant,” he described it. 

“It bums constantly at 
a safe distance of a 140 million 
kilometers from the earth.., it 
is not vulnerable to politics or 
terrorist attack and there is ab¬ 
solutely plenty of power for 
everyone; please use it!” Meth¬ 
ods to utilize solar power are 
growing exponentially, with 
developers dedicated to in¬ 
creasing the efficiency of con¬ 


verting solar power. “We can 
be optimistic,” Dr. Ockels con¬ 
cluded, “and I think optimism 
is our responsibility. We have 
a race against the tide, and a 
race you only win when you 
are optimistic.”

Individual households must 
take precautions to prevent the 
accumulation of standing wa¬ 
ter, particularly in plant pots, 
waste receptacles, pet water 
dishes, and fountains or pools. 
Muddy pools of rainwater are 
not a threat as Aedes Aegypti 
requires clean water, not dirty, 
in which to lay their eggs. 
However, litter which can pro¬ 
vide a place for clean water to 
collect, no matter how small, 
does present a threat. Eggs of 
the Aedes Aegypti are also ca¬ 
pable of surviving for a year, 
even after the water has dried 
up, and can hatch months af¬ 
terwards, once water collects 
in the receptacle. Officials re¬ 
commend the pan under the re¬ 
frigerator be checked regularly. 

Neighborhoods should be 
conscientious about waste dis¬ 
posal, informing SELIMAR of 
old tires, appliances and other 
refuse that can collect water 
and infest the neighborhood 
with mosquitoes. Keep eyes 
open for illegal dumping and 
inform the authorities of refuse 
which can provide a breeding 
ground. 

Minister Visser informed of 
a program for the schools to 
train children to be vigilante in 
their home and neighborhoods 


regarding what constitute 
breeding grounds for the Aedes 
Aegypti and how to identify 
this particular mosquito by its 
distinctive white markings. 

Gabriel Christiaans, in 
charge of vector control of 
Dengue, explained there will 
be a program of spraying for 
mosquitoes, but it will not be 
island-wide as it has been in 
past years. This has proven to 
not be cost effective, and so 
this year they will spray in the 
areas that have shown the 
greatest concentration of 
Dengue cases, and are likely 
principle breeding grounds. 


Most of the Caribbean have 
noted outbreaks of Dengue 
fever, much greater Aruba, as 
their has been exceptional 
amounts of rainfall throughout 
the region. Large bodies of 
standing water have been 
seeded with koi, which devour 
the eggs and larvae of the 
Aedes Aegypti mosquito, and 
these are available free from 
the health department for indi¬ 
viduals with fountains or 
ponds in their gardens. 

“The importance of every 
suspected case of Dengue 
being reported to health offi¬ 
cials and patients reporting for 


complete blood testing so 
proper records can be main¬ 
tained cannot be over empha¬ 
sized,” stated Derrick Ian 
Blok. By tracking cases they 
can see where the mosquito 
that carries the virus may be 
prevalent and take precautions. 
Dengue symptoms include 
pain in the head, eyes, back 
and joints, with a general 
malaise, high fever and rash. 

Aruba has mosquitoes 
which carry three different 
types of Dengue. It is vital that 
those suffering from Dengue- 
type symptoms report to their 
doctor, who will send them to 
the lab to confirm Dengue and 
the particular strain. There are 
varying degrees of discomfort 
of the various strains, and once 
recovered, an individual is im¬ 
mune to that particular strain 
of Dengue. However, if they 
are bitten by an Aedes Aegypti 
mosquito carrying a different 
strain, the disease can turn 
deadly. Antibiotics are useless 
against Dengue, and a doctor’s 
diagnosis and treatment is es¬ 
sential. It is imperative that 
anyone demonstrating flu like 
symptoms or those described 
above be tested. Health De¬ 
partment officials also empha¬ 
sis the necessity of confirming 


each individual case of 
Dengue; patients must report 
to the public health laborato¬ 
ries for two blood tests; one 
while sick, the other after the 
symptoms have passed. Unfor¬ 
tunately many, upon feeling 
better, go back to work and are 
too busy to do so. The second 
test allows them to confirm the 
strain of Dengue present on 
Aruba. There is a fourth strain 
which has not been detected on 
the island, so far. 

In the past quarter century, 
the incidence of Dengue in the 
Caribbean has increased enor¬ 
mously; a busy storm season in 
the Caribbean such as we have 
had the past month contributes 
to outbreaks. These can be pre¬ 
vented with public awareness 
and precautions. Information 
and pamphlets about detection 
and prevention are available at 
all offices of the Department of 
Public Health, and the office of 
Communicable Diseases. Call 
their office at 582-3040, or of¬ 
fices of the Department of 
Health in Barcadera and Oran- 
jestad at 585-5533 or 582- 
4200 to acquire koi or to obtain 
pamphlets to be distributed to 
groups and businesses.

NASA to launch new mission to 
Mars 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
The US space agency NASA 
announced it has given the 
green light to a mission to 
Mars aimed at investigating 
the mystery of how the ’’red 
planet” lost its atmosphere. 

NASA gave the approval 
Monday for ”the develop¬ 
ment and 2013 launch of the 
Mars Atmosphere and 
Volatile Evolution (MAVEN) 
mission,” the agency said in 
a statement, noting that the 
project may also show Mars’ 
history of supporting life. 

” A better understanding of 
the upper atmosphere and the 
role that escape to space has 
played is required to plug a 
major hole in our understand¬ 
ing of Mars,” said MAVEN's 
lead investigator Bruce 
Jakosky of the Laboratory for 
Atmospheric and Space 
Physics at the University of 
Colorado in Boulder.

consumed lower amounts of 
trans fats. 

The study also found that 
mothers who consumed more 
than 4.5 grams a day of trans 
fats had a nearly six times 
greater risk of excessive fat ac¬ 
cumulation. This suggests that 
intake of trans fats could have 
a more significant weight gain 
effect on women when they're 
breast-feeding than at other 
times in their lives, said the 
University of Georgia re¬ 
searchers. 

Further research is needed 
to leam more about how a 
mother's consumption of trans 
fats may affect her child's long¬ 
term health. 

"It would help to be able to 
follow the child from when the 
mother was pregnant, through 
birth, and then adolescence, so 
that we can confirm what the 
type of infant feeding and ma¬ 
ternal diet during breast-feed¬ 
ing have to do with the recent 
epidemic of childhood obe¬ 
sity," study co-author Alex An¬ 
derson, an assistant professor 
in the UGA College of Family 
and Consumer Sciences, said 
in a university news release. 


Heart attack victims benefit from 
chest compression: study 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Cardio-pulmonary resuscita¬ 
tion done even by a passerby 
on someone who has had a 
heart attack outside a hospital 
setting seems to improve pa¬ 
tient outcomes, new US re¬ 
search published Tuesday 
found. 


Heart attacks in non¬ 
hospital settings 
whether at home or in a 
public place — are a 
huge medical problem 
affecting about 300,000 
people a year in the 
United States, the study 
in the Journal of the 
American Medical As¬ 
sociation (JAMA) 
noted. 

The research com¬ 
pared outcomes in Ari¬ 
zona for out-of-hospital 
cardiopulmonary resus¬ 
citation (CPR) for car¬ 
diac arrest performed 
by bystanders, not med¬ 
ical staff. 

Patients who were 
given compression-only 
CPR were found to be 
likelier to survive to 
hospital discharge than 
patients who had conven¬ 
tional CPR (with mouth-to- 
mouth) or no CPR, according 
to the study in JAMA's Octo¬ 
ber 6 issue. 

The southwestern US state 
of Arizona in 2005 launched 
a program aimed at improv¬ 
ing survival rates for heart at¬ 


tacks outside medically 
equipped settings. 

"These efforts included 
changes in the approach to 
the care provided by both by¬ 
standers and emergency med¬ 
ical services (EMS) 
personnel and were based on 
the increasing evidence in 
favor of minimizing interrup¬ 
tions in chest compressions 
during CPR," wrote the au¬ 
thors, including Bentley Bo- 
brow of the Arizona 
Department of Health Serv¬ 
ices. 

The study encompassed 
4,415 patients over the age of 
18 who had an out-of-hospi- 
tal heart attacks in Arizona in 
the period from January 2005 
to December 2009. 

That included 2,900 who 
received no bystander CPR, 
666 who received conven¬ 
tional CPR (15.1 percent), 
and 849 who received 
COCPR (19.2 percent). 

Researchers found sur¬ 
vival rates to hospital dis¬ 
charge were 5.2 percent for 
the no CPR group, 7.8 per¬ 
cent for conventional CPR, 
and 13.3 percent for COCPR.

"He started to play more 
with his brother, he is more in¬ 
teractive with us," said Tina 
Carkhuff.

Pad and soon realized the de¬ 
vice provided learning apps that 
helped give their son a voice. 

"We started using the I-Pad 
to put pictures of the food on 
the I-Pad, then Evan can tap or 


scroll and tells us exactly what 
he is looking for," Tina Car¬ 
khuff said. 

Tom Theriot, 10, has a si¬ 
milar story. Tom, who was di¬ 
agnosed with autism at 2 years 
old, attends Spectrum of Hope, 
a center that provides therapy 
for autistic children in Cy¬ 
press. The center has started 
using the I-Pad and I-Touch. 
For Tom’s parents, it was a 


major breakthrough. 

"It’s a way that I am going 
to get to know my child, he is 
a joker and loves to laugh," 
said his mother. "We know 
he’s laughing, but have never 
been able to hear about what." 

Autism is a developmental 
disorder that affects the brain. 
Intense therapy over many 
years has proven to reverse the 
disorder in some cases. 


Pediatric Neurologist Dr. 
Richard Frye said the new 
technology won’t fix autism, 
but it is a critical aid. 

"The I-Pad will fill in those 
gaps, fill in the places the brain 
isn’t working, and at this point 
that is an incredible step for¬ 
ward," said Frye. 

And for families dealing 
with autism, a step forward is 
akin to one giant leap.

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Motorola sues Apple for 
patent infringement 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Mo¬ 
torola, just days after being tar¬ 
geted in a patent suit by 
Microsoft, filed complaints 
against Apple yesterday alleg¬ 
ing that the iPhone, iPad and 
other products infringe its 
patents. 

The Motorola complaints 
allege that Apple’s iPhone, 
iPad, iPod Touch and certain 
Macintosh computers infringe 
18 patents ’’which relate to 
early-stage innovations deve¬ 
loped by Motorola in key tech¬ 
nology areas.” 

Motorola said its sub¬ 
sidiary, handset division Mo¬ 
torola Mobility, has filed 
complaints with the US Inter¬ 
national Trade Commission 
and courts in Illinois, where 
the company has its headquar¬ 


ters, and the southern state of 
Florida. 

The patents relate to an¬ 
tenna design, wireless email, 
proximity sensing, software 
application management, loca¬ 
tion-based services and multi¬ 
device synchronization, Moto¬ 
rola said in a statement. 

Motorola asked the Wash¬ 
ington-based ITC to launch an 
investigation into Apple’s al¬ 
leged use of Motorola patents 
and bar the importation and 
sale of infringing products in 
the United States. 

’’Motorola has innovated 
and patented throughout every 
cycle of the telecommunica¬ 
tions industry evolution,” Kirk 
Dailey, Motorola Mobility's 
corporate vice president of in¬ 
tellectual property, said. 


Bank spares rogue trader 
Kerviel 4.9 billion euro fine 


PARIS, France (AFP) - French 
bank Societe Generale said 
yesterday it would spare rogue 
trader Jerome Kerviel from 
paying the full 4.9 billion euros 
of compensation awarded in a 
massive fraud scandal. 

"There is no question of de¬ 
manding such sums from one 
single man,” Societe Generale 
spokeswoman Caroline Guil-

Summary of the Monthly Bulletin 
for July 2010 


ORANJESTAD - The Cen- 
trale Bank van Aruba (CBA) 
concludes in its Monthly Bul¬ 
letin of July that the eco¬ 
nomic activity in Aruba 
remains weak compared to 
last year. The real turnover 
tax revenues (BBO) showed 
an economic decline of 2.0 
percent. According to the 
same indicator, economic ac¬ 
tivity in the first half year of 
2010 shrank by 6.7 percent. 

During July 2010, the 
number of stay-over tourists 
edged up (+0.2 percent). The 
markets. 

that contributed to this 
small increase were Brazil 
(+30.8 percent), Canada 
(+20.7 percent), and the 
United Kingdom (+21.7 per¬ 
cent), while the number of 
visitors from Venezuela 
(-16.6 percent), the Nether¬ 
lands (-10.0 percent), and the 
United States (-0.8 percent) 
went down. 

Note that during this pe¬ 
riod Aruba hosted the 36th 
Annual Latin American Sen¬ 
ior League Baseball Champi¬ 
onship which was attended 
by more than 200 baseball 
players from abroad. 

Excluding these players, a 


very small decline (-0.1 per¬ 
cent) was recorded for July 
2010. The number of cruise 
visitors dropped sharply by 
53.9 percent, compared to the 
same month of last year. 

The consumer price index 
(CPI) of July 2010 registered 
a deflation of 0.1 percent 
compared to the same month 
of2009. The last time a defla¬ 
tion was recorded was in Oc¬ 
tober 2009. Excluding the 
water, electricity and gasoline 
com ponents, a decline of 0.8 
percent in consumer prices 
results. 

Total tax revenue in July 
2010 dropped by Afl. 7.7 mil¬ 
lion (-10.6 percent) when 
compared to the same month 
a year earlier. This develop¬ 
ment can be attributed in part 
to an Afl. 7.5 million decline 
(-56.0 percent) in receipts of 
the turnover tax largely fol¬ 
lowing the downward adjust¬ 
ment in the turnover tax rate 
from 3 percent to 1.5 percent 
as of January 1, 2010. 

In July 2010, the money 
supply declined by Afl. 17.3 
million to Afl. 3,221.7 mil¬ 
lion, because of an Afl. 40.9 
million net outflow of funds 
to abroad, which was partially 


mitigated by an increase of 
Afl. 23.6 million in net do¬ 
mestic assets. Mentioned net 
outflow of funds contributed 
to a drop in net foreign assets 
(excluding revaluation differ¬ 
ences of gold and foreign ex¬ 
change holdings) to Afl. 
1,511.2 million at the end of 
July 2010, which is still Afl. 

91.6 million, or 6.5 percent, 
higher than the amount 
recorded in the corresponding 
month of 2009. 

The above-mentioned 
growth in net domestic assets 
in July 2010 was largely the 
consequence of an Afl. 12.6 
million decline in net liabili¬ 
ties of the banking sector on 
the public sector that can 
mainly be attributed to a de¬ 
crease of Afl. 50.6 million in 
government’s deposits, related 
to the repayment of Afl. 40.0 
million in treasury bills held 
by the banking sector. Loans 
to enterprises rose by Afl. 11.9 
million, mainly due to an in¬ 
crease in the credit lines to en¬ 
terprises. Furthermore, 
housing mortgages registered 
a growth of Afl. 3.7 million

Europe demands China budge

Rompuy and European Com¬ 
mission chief Jose Manuel 
Barroso said in joint remarks 
released at the end of talks 
that lasted under three hours. 

” We underlined the impor¬ 
tance of rebalancing global 
growth and reducing global 
imbalances,” the pair said, re¬ 
ferring to concerns that an 
undervalued yuan skews 
trade flows in favour of cheap 
Chinese exports. 

An EU source told AFP 
that the effort to get China to 
ease its policy of pegging the 
yuan to the US dollar, at a 
time when the euro has hit an 


eight-month high on currency 
markets, fell flat. 

"We put our cards on the 
table,” the source said. "We 
heard each other out and 
managed to establish a dia¬ 
logue of sorts in the eco¬ 
nomic sphere. But it was not 
an easy summit.” 

Earlier, Wen had told a Eu- 
rope-China business forum: 
”1 say to Europe's leaders — 
don't join the chorus pressing 
China to revalue the yuan.” 

A sharp yuan appreciation 
would "cause many Chinese 
companies to go bankrupt, 
casting people out of work ...

The summit, which started 
an hour late, ended with Wen, 
due next in Rome for talks 
with Italian Prime Minister 
Silvio Berlusconi, left with¬ 
out meeting the Western 
media. 

A planned press confer¬ 
ence was cancelled when it 
became clear that time con¬ 
straints and sharply diverging 
views on currency, trade, rep¬ 
resentation for emerging na¬ 
tions in global institutions, 
and human rights issues, dear 
to the EU's heart, would not 
be bridged, the EU source 
added.

Casibari and Ayo Rock Formations 



Casibari Rock formations is a 
very popular attraction on the 
island. It is the second most 
popular attraction in Aruba 
next to the Natural Bridge. 
This formation is located in the 
center of the island, you can 
take the highway to Ayo, just 
north of Hooiberg, and follow 
the signs, as they will take you 
to these popular boulder for¬ 
mation. 

Casibari Rock Formtions is 
composed of two sections, the 
biggest one is Casibari and the 
second one is Ayo. Both repre¬ 
sent Aruba’s Stonehenge with 
its unique shape, created by the 
eternal trade of the winds. Ge¬ 
ologist are uncertain about 
their origins, but they suspects 
that collision of tectonic plates 
created these formations for¬ 
cing this massive slabs into the 
surface. 

The Aruba government 
constructed walking trails and 
steps in Casibary, allowing vis¬ 
itors to reach the top of the for¬ 
mation. Getting to the top 
could be a challenge since 
there are narrow tunnels and 
steep steps, only allowing the 
passing of one individual ma¬ 
king access difficult for small 
children and elderly. If there is 
a big group, reaching the top 
could take a long time, but the 
steps and rails in place are a 
big blessing, making it much 
safer and easier to navigate. 

Ayo Rock Formation is a 
short distance from Casibari, 
even though it does not have 
any of the steps or walking 
trails making it the less popu¬ 
lar. 

The view on the top of Ca¬ 
sibari is spectacular and in the 
distance you can see Oranjes- 
tad and many of the hotels on 
the Palm Beach area. Wind is 
continuous and that constant 
breeze makes it great for visi¬ 
tors to spend some time on the 



top of the rock formation and 
catch their breath while enjoy¬ 
ing the view of the island. 

Entrance to Casibari is free 
and there is a souvenir and 
cafeteria next to the entrance 
offering refresehements and- 
souvemirs. Since its location is 
in the center of the island, it is 
extremely easy to reach, either 
by car of with a tour. 

Casibari is a small rock for¬ 
mation in comparison with 
others abroad. It is not an at¬ 
traction that would take you 
more than 2 hrs to 3 hrs to see. 
One thing is important while 
you are visiting Casibari, the 
steps, rails and other infra¬ 


structures in place make it 
safe place, but you must be 
very careful when climbing 
and descending, there is no 
first aid place or people who 
can assist if an accident occurs. 

Even more important with 
Ayo rock formation, since 
there are no steps, or rails, and 
it is less visited making the 
chances of getting help quickly 
more difficult. 

If you are interested in 
knowing Aruba, this is a great 
stop, the view is spectacular 
and on a clear day, you can see 
a good portion of the island.

The 2010-11 regular sea¬ 
son gets underway today with 
Carolina against Minnesota 
in Helsinki, Finland. Then 
later in the day it is two pre¬ 
mier matchups as Sidney 
Crosby's Pittsburgh Penguins 
host Alex Ovechkin's Capi¬ 
tals and long-time rivals 
Montreal and the Maple 
Leafs square off in Toronto. 

Columbus, Boston, San 
Jose and Phoenix also start 
the season in Europe with 
games being split between 
Finland, Czech Republic and 
Sweden. 

The league also brought 
back the successful annual 
outdoor game and this year it 
features Pittsburgh battling 
Washington at the home of 
the NFL's Pittsburgh Steelers 
on January 1. 

The challenge for Chicago 
general manager Stan Bow¬ 
man is to absorb the loss of 
Byfuglien, Kris Versteeg and 
Andrew Ladd and re-distrib¬ 


ute the wealth in other ways. 

Bowman did just that with 
the addition of Swedish for¬ 
ward Viktor Stalberg, match¬ 
ing the San Jose Sharks' offer 
sheet to keep defenceman 
Niklas Hjalmarsson and beef¬ 
ing up their goaltending by 
adding veteran Marty Turco. 

"We did a lot of celebrat¬ 
ing in the summer and it just 
makes you want to do it all 
over again." Chicago forward 
Patrick Kane said. "It is tough 
to repeat. It is not like we 
have the same guys that we 
won it with last year but the 
new guys are going to be 
hungry that will help us get 
motivated. 

Under the new-look NHL, 
the dynasties of old are gone. 
Salary caps have brought par¬ 
ity into the league and almost 
no one gives the 'Hawks a 
chance to repeat as NHL 
champions. 

But they still have one of 
the best one-two offensive 
punches in Kane and Toews 
and a rising superstar in Dun¬ 
can Keith, who won his first 
Norris Trophy as the league's 
best defenceman. Keith also 
won a gold medal with 
Canada at the 2010 Vancou¬ 


ver Olympics. 

Washington, Pittsburgh, 
Stanley Cup runner-up 
Philadelphia and Detroit all 
have a chance at making long 
runs through the postseason. 

Detroit is the NHL's model 
franchise, averaging a league- 
best 51.4 wins per season 
over the past five years. 


But for the first time in 
over a quarter century they 
are going to have to get used 
to not having hall-of-fame 
player and front office guru 
Steve Yzerman in their organ¬ 
ization. Yzerman left in the 
summer to take the job as GM 
of the Tampa Bay Lightning. 

The Edmonton Oilers 
youth movement continues as 
they used the first-overall 
pick in the entry draft to take 
Canadian Taylor Hall. 

Fresh off his second- 
straight MVP of the Memo¬ 
rial Cup tournament to decide 
the top junior team in 
Canada, Hall has led his 
Windsor Spitfires to consec¬ 
utive national titles. 

The Montreal Canadians 
also have a star in the making 
in their fearless puck moving 
defenceman PK Subban. 

The 21-year-old Subban, 
who plays like he has ice in 
his veins, will be asked to 
take on a more prominent 
role in 2010-11 because of 


the early-season absence of 
Russian veteran Andrei 
Markov due to injury. 

Crosby and Ovechkin 
have yet to meet in a Stanley 
Cup final but this year's out¬ 
door game will pit the 
league's two hottest stars 
against each other. 

Ovechkin has collected 
the lion's share of the league's 
top individual awards over 
the last few seasons but 
Crosby has had more team 
success. 

Ovechkin has won the Ted 
Lindsay Award for three 
straight years as the league's 
most outstanding player as 
chosen by his peers and has 
been a first-team all star for 
the past five years. 

Crosby scored the over¬ 
time winner against the 
United States to lift Canada 
to a gold medal at the Van¬ 
couver Games and captained 
the Penguins to a Stanley 
Cup championship in 2009.

Moss rejoins Vikings as top target for Favre 


MINNEAPOLIS (AFP) - 
Seven-time All-Star receiver 
Randy Moss was traded from 
the New England Patriots to 
the Minnesota Vikings yes¬ 
terday, giving Brett Favre a 
major gift four days before 
his 41st birthday. 

The Patriots, who report¬ 
edly received a third-round 
pick in the National Football 
League Draft for the 3 3-year- 
old playmaker, were in the 
last year of a three-season 
deal with Moss worth 27 mil¬ 
lion dollars. 

Moss repeatedly said he 
did not expect to return to 
New England next season 
and the Patriots obliged him 
two weeks before the NFL 


trade deadline by sending 
him to the team where he be¬ 
came a star when he arrived 
in 1998. 

Moss helped lift the 
Vikings within a game of the 
Super Bowl in his first stint 
with the Vikings and this time 
could revive a team that has 
lost two of its first three 
games without a top-level re¬ 
ceiving threat for Favre's 
passes. 

"He's a tremendous com¬ 
petitor and was an integral 
member of the Vikings or¬ 
ganization," Vikings coach 
Brad Childress said. "Owner¬ 
ship was completely support¬ 
ive of our efforts to add a 
valuable football player to

our team." 

Minnesota was a game 
from reaching the Super 
Bowl last season before los¬ 
ing to eventual champion 
New Orleans. Favre decided 
to return once more to lead 
the Vikings but top receiver 
Sidney Rice has struggled 
since undergoing hip surgery 
in August. 

The Favre-to-Moss com¬ 
bination could see action on 
Monday when the Vikings 
play at the New York Jets, the 
team for which NFL all-time 
passing leader Favre played 
before Minnesota and after 
his star turn with the Green 
Bay Packers. 

In addition, the Vikings 
will visit the Patriots on Oc¬ 
tober 31, a Halloween show¬ 
down that will give Moss the 
chance to show New England 
what they lost when they 
dumped him - or the hosts the 
chance to show why they let 
him go.

The defensive midfielder 
was also widely considered 
fortunate to have escaped 
punishment for a chest-high 
foul on Xabi Alonso during 
the Netherlands' 1-0 defeat 
by Spain in the World Cup 
final in July.

stretchered off following a 
heavy challenge by de Jong 
after four minutes of New¬ 
castle's 2-1 Premier League 
defeat at City on Sunday. 

Newcastle later announced 
that the 23-year-old, who is 
on loan from Marseille, had 
broken the tibia and fibula of 
his left leg and is therefore 
likely to miss much of the rest 
of the season. 

De Jong was not penalised 
for the challenge.
